Albertans 
invited to 
chime in on 
team-based 
healthcare 

Alberta Premier Alison Red- 
ford and her MLAs plan to fan 
out across the province this 
summer to take the pulse of 
what citizens want to see in 
team-based health care. 

“This is the first point 
where we’re going to say, 

‘Now let’s take those (health¬ 
care) conversations and 
let’s now think in specific 
communities about what that 
means, where the resources 
are, where the gaps are, and 
put family care clinics in 
place,”’ Redford said Wednes¬ 
day in Edmonton. 

Her government is running 
three family-care clinics on a 
trial basis and has promised to 
set up 140 across /Jberta. 

The chnics use teams of 
professionals, including doc¬ 
tors, nurses, pharmacists and 
dietitians to deliver family- 
focused care and divert the 
flow of patients at crowded 
emergency wards. 

The clinics will work with 
the 40 primaiy-care networks 
aheady in place. 

Redford said her MLAs will 
speak to care providers and 
residents to learn the unique 
needs of each area. 

“Access to primaiy health 
care must be the door to 
health care,” said Redford. 

Opposition NDP leader 
Brian Mason said he’s skeptic¬ 
al about a process that begins 
and ends with politicians from 
one party. 

“At some point we need 
to provide for public input in 
a non-political way in terms 
of what the needs are,” said 
Mason, the Canadian press

Safety. Province says no ATV helmet law anytime soon 


It has become a common tra¬ 
gedy in Alberta. An ATV rider 
flips his vehicle, and is killed 
or critically injured. This year 
alone, nine Albertans have 
been killed in quad accidents. 

Yet, despite repeated calls 
for helmet laws and age re¬ 
strictions, the provincial gov¬ 
ernment has no intention of 
tightening the laws around 
ATVs. 

“The minister has been 
pretty clear on this — the an¬ 
swer is no,” said Parker Hogan, 
press secretary to Transporta¬ 
tion Minister Ric Mclver, when 
asked if there is any move to¬ 
wards legislating ATV use. “At 
this point, it is not deemed to 
be needed.” 


Dr. Richard Buckley dis¬ 
agrees. An orthopedic surgeon 
at the University of Calgaiy, Dr. 
Buckley has published a paper 
on ATV deaths and injuries in 
Alberta, and the numbers are 
disturbing. 

Buckley found during a 10- 
year period, there were 459 
cases of severe trauma from 
ATV accidents, and 79 (now 80) 
deaths. Males were at a much 
higher risk of injury than fe¬ 
males, and the overwhelming 
majority of accidents occurred 
during recreational driving. 
The estimated cost to the 
health-care system was $6.5 
million. Two-thirds of the acci¬ 
dents happen while the driver 
is just out having fun. 



“They’re young, they’re ir¬ 
responsible, they’re going too 
fast, in unstable vehicles, not 
wearing helmets, and they’re 
drunk,” said Buckley. 


He thinks the government 
is opposed to hehnet laws be¬ 
cause of ATV lobby groups, and 
the potential cost to the gov¬ 
ernment to enforcing a law. 

Hogan says the government 
can’t legislate what people do 
on private property, where 
most quading is done. While 
Buckley counters that a third 
of accidents happen on city 
streets, Hogan says it is up to 
mimicipahties to legislate hel¬ 
met use. 

MLA Dr. David Swann, 
whose own nephew was killed 
in an ATV accident last month 
while riding without a helmet, 
has called for mandatory hel¬ 
met legislation.

Accused in armoured car 
murders in court today 



HUB mall. Baumgartner 
returns to Edmonton 
after U.S. border 
crossing arrest 


A 21-year-old man accused 
of killing three guards and 
injuring another during an 
armoured car heist is to ap¬ 
pear Thursday in an Edmon¬ 
ton court where he will be 
charged with first-degree mur¬ 
der and attempted murder. 

The Edmonton Police Ser¬ 
vice confirmed that Travis 
Baumgartner was escorted 
back to Alberta on Wednesday 
from British Columbia, where 
he had been held since being 
picked up at the border. 

Police said he was pro¬ 
cessed and taken to the Ed¬ 
monton Remand Centre. 

Baumgartner will also be 
charged with four counts of 
robbery using a firearm. 

Authorities initially would 
not confirm that Baumgart¬ 
ner had been returned when 
an RCMP plane landed at the 
downtown airport just before

2 p.m. MT and pulled into a 
hangar. 

Three pohce cars, two with 
lights flashing and one with 
the windows blacked out, 
were then seen leaving the 
airport. 

Baumgartner was being 
held in B.C. after he was ar¬ 
rested at a U.S. border cross¬ 
ing near Abbotsford on the 
weekend with $330,000 in a 
backpack. 

Police say Baumgartner 


was one of five security guards 
working for G4S Canada who 
were loading a bank machine 
at the university just after 
midnight Friday when shots 
rang out. 


Baumgartner is expected 
to be formally charged with 
three counts of first-degree 
murder and one count of at¬ 
tempted murder.

He had a name right out of a 
comic book, and exploits for 
the history books. 

From the founding of the 
RCMP, to the Riel Rebelhon, to 
the Yukon Gold Rush, to the 
First World War — there was 
hardly a major event in Can¬ 
adian histoiy that did not fea¬ 
ture a key role for Sam Steele. 

“We’ve been calling him 
the Forest Gump of Canadian 
histoiy,” said L 3 mn McPher¬ 
son, archivist of the first ma¬ 
jor exhibit devoted to a genu¬ 
ine Canadian hero, now open 
at Enterprise Square on Jasper 
Avenue. But unlike Gump, 
who stumbled into history, 
Sam Steele charged right in. 

When he wasn’t bringing 
law and order to the west, 
Steele was writing and col¬ 
lecting. After he died in Eng-

land in 1919, thousands of 
pieces of Sam Steele memora¬ 
bilia went into storage, held 
by his descendants in 83 ba¬ 
nana boxes, said U of A librar¬ 
ian Robert Desmarais. 

His descendants sold the 
collection to the U of A for 
$1.8 million. 

The display, spread out 
over 12,000 square feet of 
floor space with graphics put 
up on 14,000 feet of walls, 
is just the tip of the iceberg 
of the Steele collection. It in¬ 
cludes diaries, hundreds of 
photos, uniforms, weapons, 
and larger-than-life photo¬ 
graphs, befitting a larger-than- 
life Canadian hero.

Critics can’t shoot down parade balloon float

If the scathing tabloid re¬ 
views bother him, John Smith 
doesn’t show it. 

Smith is the founder of Art- 
smith, the firm that designed 
Edmonton’s unique balloon¬ 
centric parade float unveiled 
this week. A certain daily 
newspaper proclaimed the de¬ 
sign “Balooney,” referring to it 
as “an inflated monstrosity.” 

But after 25 years in the 
business, he can take a little 
flack. 

Artsmith designed the 
2010 Ol 3 mipic series for the 
Alberta government, designed 


everything including the med¬ 
als for the World Master’s 
Games, and the commemora¬ 
tive medalhon for the prov¬ 
ince’s 100th anniversary. They 
also worked with the Alberta 
Milk Producers, which Smith 
says gave them an insight into 
children. And children, after 
all, are the primary targets for 
the float. 

“Children have reacted veiy 
well to the float, and that’s 
what we want. We imagined 
ourselves at street level.” 

Smith says the one¬ 
dimensional drawing won’t do 


the float justice. 

“Fm very confident that 
when it is actually built, people 
wiU be quite happy.” 

The criticism is just part of 
the game, he said. 

“This is a pubhc piece of art, 
which means everyone is al¬ 
lowed to have an opinion. We 
understand that. In the end, 
we’re veiy proud of it.” 

He sees it as a “dramatic 
and cost-effective way of hav¬ 
ing a float.” 

Once deflated, it folds down 
and is easily transported.

An Enbridge Inc. pipeline 
network that is the site of 
another northern Alberta oil 
spill has been reopened, but 
the pumping station that was 
the cause of the 230,000-htre 
leak remains shuttered.

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Alleged abuse. 
Trial starts for 
man accused of 
beating priest 

A U.S. man was abused by 
a priest as a child, but that 
doesn’t mean he can beat the 
aging priest decades later, 
prosecutors said Wednesday 
as the trial of William Lynch 
began in San Jose, Calif. 

Lynch, 44, is accused of 
beating the Rev. Jerold Lindner 
in 2010 in front of startled wit¬ 
nesses at a retirement home 
for priests. On the tape of an 
emergency call, the assailant 
can be heard yelling, “Turn 
yourself in or I’ll (expletive) 
come back and kill you.” Lind¬ 
ner has since recovered. 

Lynch has said Lindner 
abused him and his brother 
during a camping trip in 
California. The brothers, who 
were seven and four at the 
time, were raped in the woods 
and forced to have oral sex 
with each other while Lindner 
watched, according to a civil 
lawsuit. 

Lindner has been accused 
of abuse by nearly a dozen 
people, including his own sis¬ 
ter and nieces and nephews, 
but was never criminally 
charged because the allega¬ 
tions were too old. 

Lindner hung up Monday 
when The Associated Press 
called him for comment. He 
has previously denied abusing 
the L 5 mch boys and said in 
a deposition from the late 
1990s that he didn’t recall 
them. The brothers settled 
with the Jesuits of the Cali¬ 
fornia Province for $625,000 
in 1998. 

Lynch is charged with 
felony counts of assault and 
elder abuse. He faces up to 
four years in prison if con¬ 
victed on all charges. 

Prosecutors began Wednes¬ 
day by displa37ing a blown-up 
photograph of a bruised and 
bloodied Lindner slumped in a 
chair. They implored jurors to 
focus solely on the assault. 

“The defendant beat this 
man up because he was angry 
and he wanted revenge,” said 
Santa Clara County Deputy 
District Attorney Vicki Ge- 
metti. “The defendant plarmed 
and executed a violent attack 
against the man who molested 
him 30 years ago.”

U.S. woman convicted of 

’s death 


A U.S. woman was foimd guilty 
Wednesday of orchestrating 
the killings of her millionaire 
husband and his mother in a 
grab for the family estate. 

A federal jury convicted 
Ecuador-bom Narcy Novack on 
coimts alleging she caused the 
2009 beatings of Ben Novack Jr. 
in a New York City hotel room 
and Bernice Novack at her Flor¬ 
ida home. 

Ben Novack Jr.’s father built 
the storied Fontainebleau ho¬ 
tel in Miami Beach, a celebrity 
hangout in the 1950s and ’60s 
that appeared in the movies 
Scarface and Goldfinger. 

Novack and her brother, 
Ecuador-born Cristobal Veliz, 


both were convicted of char¬ 
ges including racketeering, 
domestic violence, stalking, 
money laundering and wit¬ 
ness tampering. 

Both were acquitted of the 
charge of murder in aid of 
racketeering, which would 
have carried a mandatory life 
sentence. They still face sen¬ 
tences of up to life in prison. 
Sentencing is set for Nov. 1. 

Prosecutors said Novack 
and Veliz were motivated by 
“jealousy, retribution and 
greed” when they hired the 
Miami thugs who carried out 
the killings. They said Novack 
feared that her husband, who 
was having an affair, would 



divorce her and that a pre¬ 
nuptial agreement would bar 
her from the multimillion- 
dollar family estate.

Khadr’s legal

The federal government was 
sticking to its lines about the 
delayed transfer of convicted 
war criminal Omar Khadr 
from Guantanamo Bay on the 
eve of a Thursday news con¬ 
ference by his normally taci¬ 
turn legal team. 

Two months after an offi¬ 
cial request by the Americans 
to take Khadr off their hands. 
Public Safety Minister Vic 
Toews said there was nothing 
new to say about the case. 

“I’ve made no decision in 
that. I’ll make a decision in 
due course, in accordance 
with the law.” 

That’s been Ottawa’s line 
ever since it became clear 
that the Americans were 
seeking to have the Toronto- 
born Khadr transferred to 
Canada to serve out the rest 
of his sentence. 

Khadr, 25, pleaded guilty 
in October 2010 to war 
crimes committed in Afghan¬ 
istan in 2002 as a 15-year-old 
— including murder, in viola¬ 
tion of the rules of war. 

In return for his plea be¬ 
fore a widely maligned mil¬ 
itary commission, he was 
sentenced to eight years.

RCMP Act. Top Mountie 
needs more disciplinary 
powers, minister says 


The federal government 
wants to arm the RCMP com¬ 
missioner with greater pow¬ 
ers to discipline or even fire 
people who give the force a 
bad name. 

Public Safety Minister Vic 
Toews says there is too much 
red tape in the current pro¬ 
cess for weeding out wrong¬ 
doers. 

“There’s no doubt that 
changes are needed,” he told 
a news conference, flanked 
by RCMP Commissioner Bob 
Paulson. 

“The RCMP Act has not 
been significantly amended 
for over 25 years.” 

Toews announced pro¬ 
posed changes Wednesday, 
intended to untie Paulson’s 
hands as he looks into com¬ 
plaints. 

Several female RCMP of¬ 
ficers have come forward 
since Cpl. Catherine Galli- 
ford went public in Novem¬ 
ber with allegations of ha¬ 


rassment within the force in 
British Columbia. 

Men have also com¬ 
plained of abusive behaviour 
and intimidation. 

Paulson, who took over 
as commissioner late last 
year, says ridding the force 
of dark-hearted behaviour is 
one of his priorities. 

He recently expressed 
frustration about the bureau¬ 
cratic barriers to doing so. 

The legislation introduced 
Wednesday — as the House 
of Commons prepared to 
rise for the summer — also 
includes measures to mod¬ 
ernize the watchdog that 
handles public complaints 
about the RCMP and enhance 
transparency when Mounties 
themselves are under police 
investigation. 

Toews said the RCMP’s 
current disciplinary proced¬ 
ures are outdated and ineffi¬ 
cient.

A hostage-taking Wednesday 
left the French city of Tou¬ 
louse traumatized for the 
second time in three months.

Prosecutor Michel Valet 
said the gun, used twice dur¬ 
ing the six-hour ordeal, fired 
only rubber bullets, and the 
gunman had no police record. 

The hostages were re¬ 
leased unharmed, while the 
suspect was hospitalized 
with two bullet wounds in 
the left hand and left thigh. 

Among those moved to 
safety in the area were four 
and five-year-old children 
from a private language 
school next to the bank. 

The Prefect of the Haute- 
Garonne region, Henri-Mich- 
el Comet, said 150 police 
were mobilized, 30 of them 
from the elite GIPN squad. 

Valet said during negotia¬ 
tions that the gunman want¬ 
ed to advertise the religious 
motivation behind his act. 

“The hostage-taker wants 
us to make it known that he 
is acting not for money, and 
that his motivations come 
from his religious convic¬ 
tion,” Valet said. 

He did not say what faith 
the gunman adheres to.

Court ready to debate the state of Breivik*s brain 



Do prosecutors think con¬ 
fessed mass killer Anders 
Behring Breivik is insane or 
not? 

They’re not sa 3 dng — for 
now. 

But “the decision has been 
made,” prosecutor Svein Hol¬ 
den told reporters in Norway 
on Wednesday. 

Closing arguments begin 
Thursday in a trial that has 
captivated Norway since the 
middle of April. 

Ultimately, judges will de¬ 
cide Breivik’s mental state 
when they hand down a ver¬ 


dict in July or August. 

Breivik, a self-described 
anti-Muslim militant, has 
admitted he carried out the 
bombing and shooting ram¬ 
page that left 77 people dead 
in July, so guilt is not an issue. 

The main issue is wheth¬ 
er to send the 33-year-old 
Norwegian to a prison or a 
mental institution. 

Weeks of fractious testi¬ 
mony from mental-health 
experts suggest it’s a compli¬ 
cated decision — and Brei¬ 
vik’s behaviour in court has 
not made it any easier. 


At the end of Wednesday’s 
Oslo hearing, Breivik com¬ 
plained not enough attention 
was given to his suffering 
at seeing Norway become a 
multicultural society. 

“This case is about Nor¬ 
way’s future, and Europe’s fu¬ 
ture, and these were themes 
they should have addressed,” 
he said. 

He added it was “a trau¬ 
matic experience ... to be 
stigmatized as a narrow¬ 
minded Islamophobe and a 
right-wing extremist.”

Pollution rife in

Poor judgment and poor 
oversight led to the teach¬ 
ing of anti-lslamic material 
at a U.S. military school for 
officers, the Pentagon said 
Wednesday. 

Some of the material sug¬ 
gested the U.S. ultimately 
might have to obliterate the 
Islamic holy cities of Mecca 
and Medina in Saudi Arabia 
without regard for civilian 
deaths. 

Materials in a course for 
military officers at Joint 
Forces Staff College in Vir¬ 
ginia portrayed the U.S. as 
at war with Islam. U.S. offi¬ 
cials repeatedly say the war 
is against terrorists. 

An Army lieutenant col¬ 
onel who taught the class has 
been relieved of his teaching 
duties, but investigators rec¬ 
ommended reviewing the 
actions of two civilian offi¬ 
cials at the school to see if 
they also should face disci¬ 
pline, the Defence Depart¬ 
ment said in a statement. A 
second military officer will 
receive counselling. 

The teacher, Lt. Col. Mat¬ 


thew Dooley, had suggested 
that the Geneva Convention, 
which guides behaviour 
toward prisoners, was “no 
longer relevant” and that 
Muslims “hate everything 
you stand for.” 

The Pentagon suspended 
the course in late April when 
a student objected. The FBI 
also changed some agent 
training last year after dis¬ 
covering that its curriculum, 
too, was critical of Islam. 

The new findings come 
from a report sought by 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff chairman, Gen. Mar¬ 
tin Dempsey. 

He had ordered all ser¬ 
vice branches to review 
their training to ensure that 
other courses don’t use anti- 
lslamic material. 

The report itself has not 
been released, but the con¬ 
clusions were described 
by Dempsey’s spokesman. 
Marine Col. Dave Lapan, in 
a written statement to the 
media and in a conversation 
with reporters.

Eco issues. Attendees 
of the UN conference

The throngs streaming into 
Rio for a sustainable de¬ 
velopment conference may 
be dreaming of white-sand 
beaches and clear, blue wat¬ 
ers, but what they are first 
likely to notice as they leave 
the airport is not the salty 
tang of ocean in the breeze, 
but the stench of raw sewage. 

That’s because the airport 
sits by a bay that absorbs 
about 1.2 billion litres of raw 
wastewater a day; 480 Olym¬ 
pic swimming pools worth of 
filth. 

The United Nations En¬ 
vironment Program warned 
this month that the planet’s 
environmental systems “are 
being pushed towards their 
biophysical limits,” and for 
the 50,000 visitors from 190 


countries streaming in for 
the UN Conference on Sus¬ 
tainable Development, the 
welcome here is a rank re¬ 
minder of just how hard it 
will be to balance economic 
growth and environmental 
protection elsewhere across 
the globe. 

“Rio, the host city, has 


a range of urban problems: 
air and water pollution, so¬ 
cial exclusion, water sup¬ 
ply,” said Carlos Bocuhy, who 
heads the Brazilian Institute 
of Environmental Protection. 
“We are facing the possibility 
of collapse if we don’t change 
course.”

Since world leaders last 
gathered in Rio de Janeiro 
to talk about the state of 
the Earth in 1992, much 
has changed: 

Temperatures: The 
average annual global tem¬ 
perature has increased 0.32 
degrees Celsius since 1992 
based on 10-year running 
averages, according to the 
U.S. National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion. 

Pollution: Global levels 
of the chief heat-trapping 
gas, carbon dioxide, 
climbed 10 per cent from 
nearly 358 parts per million 
in April 1992 to 394 ppm 
this past April, NOAA said.

The operator of the Japanese 
nuclear plant devastated by 
last year’s tsunami issued a 
final report on the disaster 
Wednesday, outlining or¬ 
ganizational and communi¬ 
cation problems that have 
not yet been resolved. 

The report by Tokyo 
Electric Power Go. comes as 
Japan prepares to restart its 
first nuclear reactors since 
the March 11, 2011, disas¬ 
ter led to a prolonged shut¬ 
down of all of the country’s 
atomic generating plants. 

While many Japanese 
remain deeply concerned 
about the safety of nuclear 
power, the restart raises 
operators’ hopes that more 
reactors can resume oper¬ 


ations. 

The massive tsunami se¬ 
verely damaged four react¬ 
ors at the Fukushima Dai- 
ichi nuclear plant north of 
Tokyo, knocking out cool¬ 
ing systems and triggering 
meltdowns and radiation 
leaks. Tens of thousands of 
people fled their homes in 
the worst atomic disaster 
since Ghornobyl. 

Officials say the plant has 
since stabilized, but it runs 
on makeshift equipment, 
causing concerns about its 
ability to withstand any ma¬ 
jor earthquakes. 

TEPGO Vice-President 
Masao Yamazaki, who head¬ 
ed its probe of the disas¬ 
ter, acknowledged that the 


company had repeatedly 
underestimated the risk of 
a tsunami, despite predic¬ 
tions in recent years that 
such earthquake-generated 
waves could jump over sea¬ 
walls protecting reactors. 
Officials clung to optimistic 
views instead of taking the 
side of safety, he said. 

“We must admit that our 
tsunami anticipation was 
too optimistic, and our in¬ 
sufficient preparations for 
a tsunami were the funda¬ 
mental cause of the acci¬ 
dent,” Yamazaki told a news 
conference. 

Wednesday’s report pro¬ 
vided an incomplete picture 
of the accident because of 
the difficulty of inspecting 


the inside of the melted re¬ 
actors. 

The company promised 
to make the best use of the 
findings to improve safety 
at its still-functional react¬ 
ors, which it hopes to re¬ 
start quickly as it struggles 
to finance astronomical 
compensation costs. 

But it said the shortcom¬ 
ings disclosed in the report, 
both in hardware and crisis 
management, are still un¬ 
resolved and need more 
improvement. 

It said further efforts are 
needed to foster flexibility 
among plant workers and 
establish a solid line of com¬ 
munication during crises.

A group of feiMMst puMc rock¬ 
ers must remam behmd bars 
as pobce mvestigate them 
for chanting a “pimk prayer” 
agamst Russian President Vladi¬ 
mir Putin from a church pulpit, 
a court ruled Wednesday. 

The decision angered the 
band’s supporters and drew 
condemnation from a top Ger¬ 
man human rights ofibcial. 

Five members of Pussy Riot 
— wearing brightly coloured 
homemade slti masks and 
iMMskirts — briefly seized the 
pulpit of Moscow’s mam Ortho¬ 
dox church, the Christ the Sav¬ 
ior Cathedral, m Februaiy and 
chanted “Mother Maiy, drive 
Putin away.” 

A video of the performance 
posted on the Internet shows 
churchgoers gazmg on aston¬ 
ished as the women chant, 
Mgh-ltick and dance aroimd the 
pulpit, and then appear to bow 
and bless themselves as secur¬ 
ity arrives to remove them. 

TMee band members — 
Nadezhda Tolokormikova, 23, 
Maria AlekMna, 24, and Yekat¬ 
erina Samutsevich, 29 — were 
arrested and face up to seven 
years m jail on hooliganism 
charges.

Local news media cited 
unnamed ruling-party law¬ 
makers sa 5 dng that the gov¬ 
ernment planned to send 
a bill to Congress on Wed¬ 
nesday that would legalize 
marijuana sales as a crime¬ 
fighting measure.

Mississippi has executed a for¬ 
mer grocery store butcher for 
dismembering a man and rap¬ 
ing a woman he locked in a 
metal box. 

Authorities say 49-year-old 
Gaiy Carl Simmons Jr. was pro¬ 
nounced dead at 6:16 p.m. Wed¬ 
nesday. He was convicted of the 
Aug. 12, 1996 killing of Jeffery 
Wolfe, who was shot, dismem¬ 
bered and his body parts scat¬ 
tered in a bayou. 

Simmons was also con¬ 


victed of kidnappiug and rap¬ 
ing Wolfe’s female friend and 
sentenced to two life terms on 
those charges.

Simmons’ former brother-in- 
law, Timothy Milano, also was 
convicted of killing Wolfe, who 
drove to Mississippi from Hous¬ 
ton with the woman to collect a 
drug debt.

A report released Tuesday 
by the London-based Global 
Witness said more than 700 
people — more than one a 
week — died in the decade 
ending 2011 “defending their 
human rights or the rights of 
others related to the environ¬ 
ment, specifically land and 
forests.” 

They were killed, the en¬ 
vironmental investigation 
group says, during protests 
or investigations into min¬ 


ing, logging, intensive agri¬ 
culture, hydropower dams, 
urban development and wild¬ 
life poaching. 

The death toll reached 96 
in 2010 and 106 last year, 
said the report, which was 
released as world leaders 
gathered in Rio de Janeiro for 
a conference on sustainable 
development. 

The report’s annual totals 
for the six prior years range 
from 37 in 2004 to 64 in 2008.

Bahrain. Boy, 11, remains 
behind bars over charges of 
joining illegal gathering 


A Bahrain court on Wednesday 
delayed a verdict in the case of 
an 11-year-old boy accused of 
taking part in anti-govemment 
protests. The new date for a rul¬ 
ing is July 5. 

The sixth-grade student, 
who was in court alongside his 
father, spent a month behind 
bars and took his final school 
exams there. The boy, Ali 
Hasan, faces charges of joining 
an illegal gathering and other 
claims related to the unrest in 
the troubled Gulf nation. De¬ 
fence lawyer Shahzalan Khamis 
has asked the court to drop the 
charges. 

TTie boy is one of the yoimg- 
est suspects detained in crack¬ 
downs on protests led by Bah¬ 
rain’s Shiite majority, which 
seeks a greater political voice 
from the ruling Sunni dynasty. 

The government on Wed¬ 
nesday defended its handling of 
the Hasan case. It said an inves¬ 
tigation concluded the yoimg- 
ster was arrested for blocking a 
road in Jime and was held in po¬ 
lice custody for only six hours. 
He was in juvenile detention 
for the next month.

It also insisted there has 
been no “intentional focus” to 
arrest children in the anti-gov¬ 
emment protests.

It said in most cases, 
children remain there only for 
several weeks, with the most 
serious offenders staying for a 
year.

U.S. businessman 
trapped in China 

A Missouri man involved 
in a business dispute has 
been stuck in China for five 
months after the Chinese 
government refused to let 
him leave. 

The Chinese gov¬ 
ernment forced Steve 
Fleischli of Labadie, Mo., 
to surrender his passport 
in a dispute over his 
company’s unpaid debt to 
Chinese firms. Complicat¬ 
ing matters is that he has 
lost his job since going 
to China on business in 
January. The State Depart¬ 
ment declined comment 
on his case, but its website 
says there is little it can do 
to intervene on behalf of 
Americans in situations like 
Fleischli’s, which can take 
years to resolve.

A Colombian judge has 
sentenced a man to more 
than 40 years in prison 
for murdering two Bogota 
priests who allegedly paid 
him to end their lives. 

Gilberto Penate had 
confessed to shooting to 
death Roman Catholic Revs.

Piffano in early 2011 and 
making it appear like a 
robbery. Prosecutors say 
Reatiga was suffering from 
AIDS and syphilis and pros¬ 
ecutors determined that the 
priests had paid Penate and 
another gunman $8,400 US 
to kill them. Penate said 
when he met with Reatiga 
to discuss arrangements for 
the killings, the priest was 
in distress.

Police barred artist Ai Weiwei 
from a hearing on his com¬ 
pany’s lawsuit against Beijing 
tax authorities and blocked 
filming at the courthouse Wed¬ 


nesday as part of an intimida¬ 
tion campaign against the out¬ 
spoken government critic. 

Ai told reporters that pohce 
had ordered him to stay away 
from the court, and that he 
complied. 

Chinese authorities de¬ 
tained Ai for three months last 
year and his design company 
was ordered to pay about $2.4 
million worth of back taxes and 
fines, in a penalty interpreted 
by activists as pimishment for 


his criticism of the authoritar¬ 
ian government. 

The company has appealed 
the fine and separately filed 
a lawsuit that accuses the tax 
bureau of violating laws in 
handling witnesses, evidence 
and company accounts in the 
case.

A mammoth move 


Status of Toronto 
Zoo elephants 
still up in the air 

Toronto Zoo staff finally got 
a look Wednesday at some 
records that had held up the 
transfer of three elephants 
to a U.S. sanctuary. 

But it’s unclear when — 
or even if — zoo officials 
will sign off on the plan, 
which has the support of 
city council. 

Arrangements for the 
move came to a halt this 
spring when the PAWS 
facility would not turn 
over medical records for 
its animals. Both sides met 


Wednesday to review the 
documents, but the group 
representing PAWS in 
Toronto says the decision 
won’t come just yet. 

Even if the plan is ap¬ 
proved, Julie Woodyer of 
Zoocheck Canada says the 
elephants can’t be moved 
until late summer because 
of scheduling issues. 

Woodyer says there is 
only one plane in the world 
that is both large enough 
to hold the elephants and 
manned by people with 
experience in moving live 
animals. 

Animal activist Bob 
Barker has promised to pay 
$880,000 for a plane to fly 
the elephants to their new

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Archaeologists find rare 
mammoth field in Serbia 


Digging it. Pit can help 
shed light on what life 
was like in the Balkans 
during the ice age 


First there was one. Then an¬ 
other. And another. 

Archaeologists in Serbia say 
they have discovered a rare 
mammoth field containing 
the remains of at least five of 
the giant beasts that lived here 
tens of thousands of years ago. 

The discovery last week at 
the Kostolac coal mine, east of 
the Serbian capital of Belgrade, 
is the first of its kind in the re¬ 
gion. It could offer important 
insight into the ice age in the 
Balkans, said Miomir Korac, 
from Serbia’s Archaeology In¬ 
stitute. 

“There are millions of mam¬ 
moth fragments in the world, 
but they are rarely so accessible 
for exploration,” he told The 
Associated Press. 

“A mammoth field can of¬ 
fer incredible information... on 
what hfe looked hke in these 
areas during the ice age.” 


Long stretch

Miomir Korac said the mammoth field 
stretches over some 20 acres of sandy terrain. 

The remains were foimd 
during coal excavation about 
20 metres below ground. 

In 2009, a well-preserved 
skeleton of a much older mam¬ 
moth was foimd at the same 
site. Vika — as the female 
skeleton was dubbed — is up 
to one milhon years old and 
belonged to the largely fiirless, 
so-called southern mammoth. 

The bones discovered last 
month likely belong to the 
so-called woolly mammoth, 
which disappeared some 
10,000 years ago, said Sanja 
Alaburic, a mammoth expert 
from Serbia’s Museum of Nat¬ 
ural History. 

Alaburic explained that 
“this discovery is interesting 
because, unusually, there are 
many bones in one place,” 
probably brought there by 
torrential waters. 

Korac said Serbian archae¬ 



ologists aheady have contacted 
colleagues in France and Ger¬ 
many for consultation. 

He said at least six months 
of work will be needed before 


all the bones are unearthed. 

Another mammoth skel¬ 
eton was discovered in north¬ 
ern Serbia in 1996. It be¬ 
longed to a female mammoth 


that lived about 500,000 years 
ago and is now on display in 
the town of Kikinda, near the 
Hungarian border.

Child stowaways, some as 
young as seven, were spill¬ 
ing off trains, after riding the 
rails from rural villages, and 
were about to disappear into 
the slums of India’s capital, 
where they’d go to work pick¬ 
ing garbage — or worse. 

“My team in India says if 
we don’t get to them in eight 
days, they’re trafficked,” re¬ 
called McCarney, the head of 
aid agency Plan Canada. 

As World Refugee Day 
came and went on Wednes¬ 


day, one of the world’s most 
overlooked problems was 
highlighted: The growing 
plight of undocumented, “in¬ 
visible” children. 

Many of the kids McCar¬ 
ney saw likely had no iden¬ 
tity papers because they were 
never registered at birth — a 
situation pla57ing out in Asia, 
Africa and Latin America. 

Undocumented children 
are vulnerable to a wide 
range of exploitation, said 
McCarney, from being forced 
into becoming child soldiers, 
sex workers or cheap labour¬ 
ers. 

Plan Canada launched its 
Universal Birth Registration 
campaign in 2005. 

Since then, it has helped 
register 40 million people in 
32 countries, but still 51 mil¬ 
lion children a year are still 
not registered at birth. 

It means tough times re¬ 
uniting a child with their 
family if they do manage 
to flee an abusive situation.

Have you seen this dog? 

It’s a mutt — mischiev¬ 
ous, medium-sized, scruffy 


and street-smart with soulful 
eyes. Comfortable as hero or 
underdog, yet likely to be a 
stray. Must be a fast learner, 
able to charm millions and 
willing to work for food. 

Brandon Camp, whose 
father created Benji nearly 
40 years ago, and veteran 
movie trainer Mark Forbes 
have set out to find a new 


Benji in a nationwide search 
that includes online tools 
and sites that weren’t 
around when the first four 
Benjis were discovered. 

A Facebook page (face 
book.com/benjithemov- 
ie) has been set up so pet 
owners and shelter staffs 
can post pictures and videos 
of dogs they think could be 


the next Benji. 

Camp and Forbes will 
scour photos of pets from 
shelters and rescues across 
the country, along with 
sites like petfinder.com and 
adoptapet.com. Forbes said 
he was personally visiting 
every shelter within 75 miles 
of Los Angeles, where he is 
general manager and head 
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trainer at Birds and Animals 
Unlimited. 

The original 1974 movie 
Benji is about a stray who 
helps save two kidnapped 
children. It was written, pro¬ 
duced, directed and financed 
by Camp’s father, Joe Camp. 
When he couldn’t find a dis¬ 
tributor, he and his wife, the 
late Carolyn Camp, decided 
to do it themselves. 

There would be four se¬ 
quels, several TV specials, a 
Saturday morning TV series, 
a syndicated comic strip and 
all kinds of merchandizing 
deals. 

More than 73 million 
people would see Benji at 
theatres and more than a bil¬ 
lion people around the world 
watch it on television. Mil¬ 
lions of DVDs would be sold. 

The original Benji was 
Higgins, adopted in the early 
1960s from the Burbank Ani¬ 
mal Shelter by late animal 
trainer Frank Inn. Higgins 
played Dog in the television 
series Petticoat Junction for 
several years. At the age of 
14, he became Benji. 

The second Benji was 
Higgins’ daughter, the third 
was a distant relative and 
the fourth was adopted from 
the Humane Society of South 
Mississippi. 

“I only have snapshot 
memories of the original,” 
said Brandon Camp, who 
was just 3 years old when 
Benji came out. “The second 
Benji is the one I grew up 
with and travelled with and 
knew and loved.” 

The dog was so much a

part of his life, he was nick¬ 
named Benji at school. The 
two of them were constant¬ 
ly on the go — from White 
House Easter egg hunts to 
morning shows, late shows 
and show-and-tells. 

“I missed most of my first 
grade because I was travel¬ 
ling around with Benji,” said 
Camp, who directed Love 
Happens. 

V^en he was 6 or 7, 
Camp went to New York so 
Benji could ride a float in the 
Macy’s parade, where thou¬ 
sands of people were trying 
to get close to see him. 

“It was the first time I 
realized what kind of star he 
was,” he remembers. 

Camp said the new movie 
will stay true to the heart of 
the original Benji. 

“Parents and grandpar¬ 
ents will recognize the spirit 
of Benji,” he said. “He was al¬ 
ways a mutt and will always 
be a mutt. He is the every- 
dog.”

Abraham Lincoln was secretly 
a vampire himter?

I started 
to draw the distinction of if 
ever37where you go there are 
vampire books right in front 
of the stores, and everywhere 
you go there are Lincoln books 
right in front of the stores. It 
stands to reason that... 

Maybe Abraham Lincoln 
was a vampire hunter? 

Maybe there’s something 
to combining them. It just 
began, a fun little game with¬ 
in myself imagining what it 
would be like. Would 
Lincoln be a vampire? 

I thought, “No that’s 
not really true to his 
ideals. He would be a 
vampire hunter. That got 
me interested enough to 
read about the real man. 


and when I started to read 
about the Lincoln legend I got 
hooked into it and started to 
see where all of the opportun¬ 
ities were to add the genre 
twist to it. 

Abraham Lincoln is pretty 
well-known in the U.S.. 

What do you think inter¬ 
national audiences can 
glean from it? 

What we’ve made here isn’t 
so much a political movie 
about a president as much as 
a superhero mov¬ 
ie.

I think they would approach

Cooking technique: The 
secret to tender and juicy ribs 



To boil or not to boil? To rub 
or not to rub? However you 
like them, barbecued ribs 
are a huge treat during the 
summer. 

This recipe includes 
directions for pre-baking, 
which gives a guaran¬ 
teed tender result (and, 
frankly, the idea of slow 
cooking on the barbecue 
can be a bit daunting).Use 
the barbecue to finish the 


cooking. 

The sauce used for these 
ribs is a combination of 
regional barbecue styles. 

1. Heat oven to 180 C (350 F). 

2. Place ribs on a bak¬ 
ing sheet. In a small bowl, 
mix all the spices; rub into 
ribs. Place ribs in a roasting 
pan and bake for 2 to 2 1/2 
hours. Let cool. 


3. Meanwhile, in a medium 
saucepan on low heat, com¬ 
bine all barbecue sauce in¬ 
gredients. Stir occasionally 
until sugar has melted and 
ingredients have blended 
well. Use immediately or let 
cool and store in refriger¬ 
ator until ready to use. 

4. Heat barbecue to 
medium. Oil grill to prevent 
sticking. 


5. Slather the ribs with the 
barbecue sauce and place 
them on grill. Gook the ribs 
for about 15 minutes, until 
the outsides are slightly 
crispy and the ribs are 
warmed through. Brush the 
ribs with more sauce while 
grilling.

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Belinda Carlisle 
is something of 
a decor goddess 


‘A knack for it’ Singer’s 
trips to India turned into 
a new career path in 
home goods 


“Home-goods designer” was 
never a particular aspiration 
for Belinda Carlisle, the singer 
best known as part of the Go- 
Go’s. But, she says, she was 
spending so much time travel¬ 
ling, and especially travelling 
to India, where she was sur¬ 
rounded by beautiful textiles 
and glorious colours, that she 
had to figure out how to put 
all of it to use. 

“1 guess 1 sort of had a 
knack for it,” Carlisle says. 

Her new collection, called 
Belindia (yes, that’s a slight 
tweak of the spelling of her 
name), is being sold at Berg- 
dorf Goodman. On a recent 
trip to New York, she made 
sure to pass by the retailer’s 
famous Midtown windows to 
see her blankets and tabletop 
items on display. 

She wouldn’t have im¬ 
agined it a few years ago. “It 
really started with three or 
four of us not knowing any¬ 
thing about how to start this

sort of business, and one year 
and nine months later, we’re 
in store,” Carlisle says during 
an interview. 

She adds: “I was spending 
six months a year in India, and 
I thought, ‘I have to justify it.’” 

Originally, she was drawn 
to India more as part of a 
spiritual journey that included 
yoga and charitable work, but 
as she “peeled away the layers 
of India,” she became more 
and more enchanted. 

For the collection, she al¬ 
lowed her eclectic, uncon¬ 
ventional tastes to take the 
lead, she explains. In her own 
home, it’s something ladylike 
here, something left over from 
her punk days over there. 
Nothing matches, she says, 
and that’s the way she hkes it. 

Carhsle is in the process of 
moving back to Los Angeles 
after making her home in 
France for many years. Her fur¬ 
niture and beloved collectibles 
and souvenirs will go back to 
the United States with her, 
but she’s sad that her favour¬ 
ite ride, a 1973 Citroen DS 23, 
probably will not. 

There’s a practical side to 
Carlisle, and, she says, she’s 
concerned that if an 3 Thing 
were to go wrong with the 


car or it needed a new part, 
there’d be no help available. 

Carlisle considers her bed¬ 
room the most important 
room of the house because 
she does much of her work, 
as well as her relaxing, on 
her bed, which she covers in 
throws and pillows. 

She plans to put one of 
the original blankets from 
Behndia’s debut on the bed. 

She’ll also put one of the 
tablecloths on her dining 
table, Carlisle says, but al¬ 
though she is making a table 
runner too, she doesn’t see 
much use for one. 

It must be one of those 
things that people who 
throw elaborate dinner 
parties need, she says, but 
she’s definitely not one of 
those. “I don’t spend money 
on dinner parties. I’d much 
rather have a good loaf of 
bread and save my money 
for travel,” she says. 

Her next planned big trip 
— after that U.S. move — is 
again to India, where she 
wants to go to even more re¬ 
mote places by train, carry¬ 
ing just a backpack. “It’s 
going to be a no-jewelry, 
no-makeup kind of trip.”

Gardening tips. 

They’re slower to 
bloom but much less 
maintenance than 
other flowers — and it 
doesn't hurt that bees 
and butterflies like 
them too 


Wildflowers are an attractive 
choice for home gardeners 
who hope to attract wildlife 
with plants that are also low- 
maintenance, and drought 
and disease-resistant. 

Some wildflower var¬ 
ieties require more pa¬ 
tience than others and 
sometimes several seasons 
before they bloom. 

“There are a couple of 
reasons why people get 
into wildflowers,” said Russ 
Nicholson, senior agronomist 
for Pennington Seed Inc. in 
Madison, Ga. 

“One is that they’re tr 3 dng 
to reduce the size of the area 
being managed and know 
wildflowers are easy to grow. 
Or, two, they might be inter¬ 
ested in birds and butterflies, 
and enjoy having feeders 
or houses in their gardens 
to connect with the wild¬ 
flowers.” 

One person’s wildflower, 
of course, may be another 
person’s weed. 

“Natives” are deflned as 
plants that grew in North 
America before the Euro¬ 
peans arrived. “Weeds” are 
any plants growing where 
they’re not wanted. 

And then there are “nat¬ 
uralized aliens,” plants that 
have taken hold in certain 
areas but that should be 
avoided because they crowd 
out and contaminate native 
gene pools. 

That would include St. 
Anne’s lace, chicory and ox-

On where to get wildflowers for your 
garden 


eyed daisies. Each appears on 
many U.S. state and federal 
noxious weed lists. 

Jerry Goodspeed, a Utah 
State University extension 
horticulturist, puts it another 
way; “Enjoy nature where 
nature is and go to a nursery 
if you want to grow wild¬ 
flowers. More plant varieties 
are becoming available to 
homeowners each year.” 

Wildflower varieties are 
divided into meadow, wood¬ 
land and wetland. All require 
some knowledge about where 
they grow best. 

“Meadow varieties are 
the easiest to cultivate from 
seed,” said Mike Lizotte, man¬ 
aging partner for American 
Meadows, a gardening com¬ 
pany in Williston, Vt. 

“Some wildflowers need 
an exacting microclimate, es¬ 
pecially the woodland types. 
It can take a white trillium 
from five to seven years to 
3 deld a flower from seed.” 

Many people new to wild¬ 
flower gardening buy spe¬ 
cialty seed blends that give 
good value for the money, 
said Lizotte. Wildflower seed 
mixtures generally include 
from a dozen to 30 varieties 
of annuals and perennials. 

“Three or four years down 
the road, people start dialing 
in on the different species 
they really liked from the 
blends,” Lizotte added. 

Ghoose bare root plants, 
plugs or seedlings if you want 
your wildflower gardening 
to be fast and easy Go with 
seeds if you have large areas 
to cover. 

And mimic Mother Nature 
by planting in late fall or well 
into winter. 

“That will give them a 
chance to germinate ear¬ 
lier in the spring, before any 
leaves come out,” Nicholson 
said. “It’s getting pretty late 
to put something out there 
around Mother’s Day that 
should be in the ground by 
Februaiy.” 

Always buy from a rep¬ 
utable source, Lizotte said. 
“Don’t get fooled by pack¬ 
aging or price. Somewhere on 
the packaging, it will tell you 
what’s in it. Ideally, you want 
100 per cent pure seed free of 
any All.”

Don’t 'steal' flowers 


Shop around for wildflowers 
rather than seeking them out 
in the woods.

Collina said Hungarian 
referee Viktor Kassai and his 
team of assistants would play 
no further part in the tourna¬ 
ment, but no blame was at¬ 
tributed to the referee. 

Collina and UEFA execu¬ 
tives faced hostile question¬ 
ing about Tuesday’s decision 
and the use of goal-line tech¬ 
nology, which is being tested 
by FIFA. 

UEFA said that of 302 close 
decisions made by referees 
in the 24 matches so far, 289 
of them were correct and 13 
incorrect, a 95.7 per cent ac¬ 
curacy rate.

Tensions are creeping into 
the French camp at the Euro¬ 
pean Championship, with the 
players involved in a “heated” 
bust-up following the team’s 
2-0 loss to Sweden. 

France, which was hit by 
internal strife at the 2010 
World Cup, capitulated 
against the Swedes on Tues¬ 
day and would have lost more 
heavily if goalkeeper Hugo 
Lloris had not made several 
saves. 

Although the defeat did 
not prevent France from ad¬ 


vancing to a quarter-final 
against Spain, the manner of 
it exasperated coach Laurent 
Blanc and senior players hke 
Florent Malouda. 

“Yes, it got a bit heated, 
but then everyone had a cold 
shower,” Blanc said Wednes¬ 
day. “It shows that there was a 
bit of electricity. I hope there 
will be against Spain, because 
we’ll need it.” 

Malouda chose not to 
speak to the media after the 
defeat as he was afraid of 
what he might say. He was 


part of the World Cup squad 
that shocked a nation by go¬ 
ing on strike at training two 
years ago after Nicolas Anelka 
was sent home. 

“What I saw (against 
Sweden) awoke some demons 
in me and I didn’t want to ex¬ 
press myself,” Malouda said. 
“Because in the heat of the 
moment there was the risk 
of launching rockets and mis¬ 
siles.” 

France has worked hard 
to rebuild its image since 
Blanc replaced the unpopu¬ 


lar Ra 5 miond Domenech, but 
Malouda raised concerns that 
a casual attitude could be re¬ 
turning — and he wants it 
stamped out. Malouda fears 
the French could get thrashed 
by Spain if they don’t improve 
their attitude. 

“It’s at times like these 
that you really need a discus¬ 
sion between the players. Be¬ 
cause if we don’t sort things 
out before Saturday, with the 
opponent we have coming up, 
the bill could be expensive,” 
he said, the associated press
